meets Al Palzer In Palis next October.

The French people have dovcloped a
passion for the ring. Boxing is the
most popular sport In France, and every
Frenchman thinks Carpcntler the great-e- at

heavyweight that over lived.
Carpentlor has had a cinch on the af-

fections of tho French fight followers
ever since he started. He was only a
youngstor of H in his first appearance
a featherweight. Slnco then he has
grown up through the classes. As a
middleweight he bocam famous through
knocking out Jim Sullivan, middleweight
champion of England. This victory in
an International match so delighted the
volatile French tliat they almost wor-
shiped Carpcntler. All the French Illus-

trated papers printed pictures of him
eating, training, running his automobile,
boxing, bolng rubbed down, sleoplng, un-
til there was room for nothing else.
When Papke and KlaUB defeated Carpen-
tlor. all Franco wept, but made excuses
for tho beaten champion. It was said
that Carpentlor had grown out of the
middleweight class and- - that making the
weight for Fapko and Klaus had sapped
his strength. And. Indeed, that was a
fact. Ho wan too big for a middle-
weight.

Frenchman Defeats Wells.
Carpontlcr won a few unimportant

lights and was matched with Bombardier
Wells. The French enthusiasts declared
that Carpcntler had now come into his
own that ho was fighting In tho class
to which he belonged. Wells was nearly
half a foot filler and twenty-nv- o pounds
heavier. He- - was clover. Ho had a
dashing, dazing punch. England chuck-
led over tho Jar that wdo In store for
French conceit.

The rest b recent ring history. Wells
knocked tho small French heavyweight
down twice in tho first round, dazing
him badly. Carpentler took his timo llko
a veteran which he 1k und camo up for
the second round as strong as ever,
filled with fighting rage from his heels
to his hair. He ripped into Wells, pay-
ing no attention to tho blows that met
him, and began digging Into the big Eng-
lishman's ribs with both gloves.

A couplo of mlnutos later Wells was
on tho floor senseless and Carpentler
was being tossed In tho air by a frenzied
mob of Frenchmen, who shrieked and
laughed and fought each other for tho
privilege of getting near enough to touch
their champion's glove.

From that day nothing could convince
a citizen of France that Carpentler
wasn't the greatest heavyweight cham-
pion since tho days of Hercules.

So now M-- Vlenne, tho famous French
boxing promoter, has matched Carpen-
tler and Palzer for October. France
expects to see Carpentler whip Palzer
as easily ns ha did Wells.

Carpnllor Is a splendid fighter for his
Blze. He Is very fast, very clever and
a hard hitter. He has the quick Intel-

ligence that Is native to the volatile. In-

ventive Frenchman.
But in the huge, stolid Palzer, oxlike

In his patience under punishment and
Bersark-ma- d when the fighting fury
bolls through hlfi veins. Carpentler will
not tlnd a Wells. Palzer is too big. too

Barrow Proposes to Draw
for Men at Start of Season

President of International League to Put Auda-
cious Scheme Into Effect Next Spring;
Majors May Adopt Idea if Successful.

To the untiring efforts of Barrow
is Inrgcly duo tho fact that tho thrco
most powerful minor leagues arc grad-
ed higher than had beep the caso o

ho assumed oflieo. Tho nioro ex-

alted rating carried with it any num-
ber of advantageous privileges. Tho
class A A. club3 are not only bettor
protected in every wny, but also tho
new order of things made compulsory
a revision of rating aud privilego all
tho way down tho line from tho two
major circuits to tho moro obscure
"brush" organ tuitions. lu short, a
new working ngreemont had to bo
framed, n more pcaco pact,
aa it were.

Has Revolutionary Plan.
Burrow has ulrcad' dono quito enough

for minor league busoball to establish
his inline as a real champion o the
eaufec. But he is not a man who is
content to live ou reputation. He pur-
poses next year to inaugurate the most
radical changes in the hope of solving
the principal disadvantages under which
tho big family of tho national pastime
now toils. "Barrow has tho nerve to
try a scheme which, if successful, is
bound to do no less than revolutionize
tho administration of tho gnme.

Tho players of the International
league next spring will bo pooled at
the spring schedule meeting after they
have all been put under contract. Tho
various magnates will enst lots for
first choice. They will draw for tho
various prizes of tho circuit. Barrow
believes that In this wav and only m
this way will it bo possible to distrib-
ute the talent as ovenly ns possible
among the various, club owtiots. Ho
believes that such a course will result
in a much better balanced organiza-
tion; that every team will have a chance
for the pennant nnd that the result-
ing closer competitions should provo
moro interesting to fandom in general
and moro rcinunorativo to tho mag-
nates.

Interest World-wid- e.

tf the International league club
owners have tho nerve to introduce tho
schomo of thoir president it will at
least assnre a fine trial of tho proposed
remedy for many of tho present draw-
backs of the game. The experiment
should be worth a great doal for ad-

vertising purposes alone. It "would at-

tract moro atteution to the Interna-
tional league than to either of tho "big
leagues. The wholo country would be
interested in tho onteome and no ono
would watch tho results --with greater
interest than tho powers of tho two
maior leagues.

Barrow's theory appears a most
sound one. So far it is only theory.
If it would stand tho acid test in the
minor league it is a cortainty; that it
would bo welcomed in tho big show.
There is no moro discouraging clement
in the promotion of major league base-
ball than tho seeming inability of sec-

ond division cluba trf get competent
talent.

Yankees Are Example.
The Now York American club is a

very good illustration of this. In tho
last fivo years Frank Farroll haa spent
fortunes trying to build up a losing
club. Today it is right where it was
in 190S away bnclc in tho ruck. All
his money has bcon thrown away.

Thero is absolutely no sentiment in
baseball. Not a rival manager would
give Frank Chance a worn out bat bag
if he thought it would servo later to
help the Peerless Leader win a gamo
from him. It is almost impossible to
die major league class from th bushes.
Talent has to bo developed. There is

a dearth of material not enough good
players to go round. And naturally
minor league clubs with something to
sell prefer to do business with tho suc-
cessful major outfits, not becauso tho
market is any hotter, but because of
the fact that their stars are moro like-
ly to be turned back again at some
sort of sound profit.

"Farming" Continues.
Tho principles of organized baseball

are quite sound nnd just enough. But
thero are too many loopholos for eva-
sion. Even the rostor limits are not
conscientiously observed. In spite of
tho national commission's vigilanco
wholesale "farming" continues. Every
big lcaguo club lias a raft of embryo
stars "covered up" as an emergency
reserve. Nothing can bo dono to stop
it. Players who might help tho weaker
clubs are kept on tho benches of tho
flag contondcrs or planted out some-wher- o

in such a uiannor that they aro
safo from the dragnet of rivals.

If it could be proved by fair trial
that Ed Barrow's idoa in practical,
theu would bo solved not only ouc of
tho greatost puzzles of tho promoters,
but one of the greatest ills of tho play-
ers as well. By the same stroke would
bo canceled the necessary evil of tho
resorvo clause, which bus threatened
congressional investigation of baseball
as a trust. Baseball contracts as at
present constituted nrc illegal. Thoy
are not equitable. A. player may be
discharged on ten tlnys' notico; hp is
bound for athletic lifo to tho club with
which ho signs through tho instru-
ment of reserve. That no greater

result ia due largely to tho
of tho national com-

mission. Yot in spite of all, injustices
exist.

Take the case of any star ball player
who is so unfortunato as to bo a mem-
ber of a poor club. Ruckcr of Brook-
lyn, for tho past five 3'cars is a fitting
example. Brooklyn could not afford
to ,pay him as much as could, say,
Now 'York. Thoro was absolutely no
hope for tho future. Bound hand and
foot to tho Dodgcr3, no ray of world's
scries sxinshino broke through to cheer
him.

Better for Players.
It would be tho best thing in tho

world for players if they were put up
to bo drawn each scasonl There would
be far moro novelty to tho life, a better
chauco of general advancement in sal-
ary because of g interest
of fandom and less likelihood of discon-
tent in the ranks.

It might como hard at first lo,givc
up old idols of years. Wc all would
gricvo to soo tho gallant flatty go to
Chicago. But wo might learn after
a while to tolerate a Hans Wagner or
Johnn3' Evcrs in his stead. Of course
tho main objection to such a plan would
come from the champions who consider
the world's series prize theirs bv right
of habit. Connie Mack asd John Mc-Gra-

should not be expected to go into
ocstacics over Barrow's scheme. But
oven at that, these crafty pilots could
provo their tru0 worth by sitting in at
tho draw, and by hammering home
their ideas to a new brood of athletes
each spring. As a pure sporting proposi-
tion, tho new ordor ' of things would
give tho first true lino on real man-
agerial ability. Evenly balauued fields
would eliminate tho elomenfc of hick.
